Polio Appeal 
Goal Here Is 
Set at $4,000 


A goal of $4,000 has been set 
for Sierra Madre in the 1956 
March of Dimes, which opened 
on Jan. 3. 

The goal was set by Mrs. 
Julius Hammersehmitt, local 
chairman, after conferences 
with official members of the 
Los Angeles County March of 
Dimes, the Los Angeles Chapter 
of the National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis, hospital of¬ 
ficials and other civic leaders. 

In setting the goal, Mrs. Ham¬ 
mersehmitt emphasized that 
the 1956 March of Dimes theme 
is: “Polio Isn’t Licked Yet,” and 
that the need for funds to con¬ 
tinue patient care is as great 
as or greater than that of the 
1955 March of Dimes appeal— 
before immunization of mil¬ 
lions of the nation's children 
with Salk vaccine. 

“The 68,000 children and 
adults who were stricken with 
polio during 1955 and in pre¬ 
ceding years are still in need 
of the financial assistance pro¬ 
vided by the March of Dimes. 
Of these, about 1,000 live in Los 
Angeles County. They are our 
neighbors and friends and they 
count on us for help,” Mrs. 
Hammersehmitt pointed out. 

She said that even though 
the vaccine has been proved 
successful, only a limited pro¬ 
portion of the population has 
yet been able to be inoculated 
because production cannot keep 
up with the need and demand. 

She asked that Sierra Madre¬ 
ans remember also that there 
will be thousands more victims 
of this crippling disease strick¬ 
en during 1956, because of apa¬ 
thy or vaccine shortages.

Periodically, and in turn, each member of our committee is 
called upon to write a review, critique, or what-have-you, about 
the current exhibition which we have hung on hallowed walls.

I feel little confidence in my ability as an all-round critic 
of the Fine Arts. Compared to 
the big sheet professionals like 
Arthur Millier or Jarvis Barlow, 

I feel downright inferior, with 
no understanding of the report¬ 
er’s technique of entertaining 
the greatest number of readers, 
of Art in relation to the paper’s 
politics, or of methods to en¬ 
courage budding artists. 

Nor can I borrow fine phrases 
from that self-elected mouth¬ 
piece of American Art known 
as the “Art News,” which uses 
in a single article such de¬ 
scriptions as pastiche-abstract 
mode, special essence, jejune 
flair, level of virtuosity, es¬ 
thetic shocks and a galaxy of 
psychological and social im¬ 
pulses. 

Drawering. He Likes 

These words I eschew. Weak 
stomach. Besides, these are ter¬ 
rible labels to hang on sincere 
things that come off the ends 
of pens and stub pencils. 

But Drawering (called crafts¬ 
manship in some working cir¬ 
cles) I like. And since this cur¬ 
rent exhibit in our Library 
Gallery is composed exclusively 
of drawerings, and since I spent 
some 15 years trying to make 
same, I think I feel safe in 
calling this group very good. 

The generous owner of these 
fine examples said: “If Mrs. 

De Vean and I can interest just 
one person in starting a collec¬ 
tion of original drawings we 
will feel recompensed for hav¬ 
ing loaned Sierra Madre our 
own collection.” 

A Clean Little Thing 

Our committee unanimously 
echoes that feeling. In the ef¬ 
fort to find that one person, 
we urge all of you thousands 
of art lovers to find time to see 
this exhibition. 

Many of the drawings are by 
artists to whom you already 
have been introduced in the 
recent “Invitational” show. 

You will find the signatures

of Haines, de Erdely, Lutz. You 
will find Millard Sheets (who 
gave money to the award). You 
will find other contemporary 
(living or nearly) artists of the 
west coast and eastwardly. 

This writer (that’s the way 
the pros say it) especially liked 
a pencil and charcoal dust 
drawing of a nude by Jerry 
Farnsworth, an eastern well- 
known of Florida and Cape 
Cod. 

This is a clean little thing, 
honoring the female figure 
without a taint of vulgarity. 
No “sensationalism” here; no 
“avant-garde’s historic weapon 
against cliche” (see Page 34 
Art News for December). Just 
an elegant, skillful, profession¬ 
al drawering by an artist who 
learned how. 

May Get Pointers 

Other members of the Hang¬ 
ing Committee, while hanging, 
selected their first choice, un¬ 
officially and for fun. Only two 
of the seven picked the same 
one, so you can see there is 
enough variety shown for our 
usual disagreement. 

If you are interested in Art, 
professionally or as a collector, 
put this down as a must-see. 
You may pick up some pointers 
if you are painting; you may 
discover a new and delightful 
hobby if you are collector- 
minded. 

If you are interested in Art 
therapeutically, .stay away — 
this stuff will frustrate you; 
these guys took years to learn 
just where to leave the lines 
out. 

Stick to your plasticene, pref¬ 
erably the green colored—more 
restful. And your absence will 
relieve the traffic. 

Sorry there is no space left 
to review any pictures by art¬ 
ists who, for whatever reason, 
are not represented.

The Sierra Mesa School build¬ 
ing was chosen by the Los 
Angeles Times Midwinter mag¬ 
azine as an example of good 
schools in the county. 

The caption under the photo¬ 
graph in w the special section 
said the "school “is a classic 
example of site planning.” 

Sierra Madreans are justifi¬ 
ably proud of their new school 
and they are becoming used to 
seeing it cited as a fine proto¬ 
type of contemporary school 
architecture for, aside from the 
Times picture, several architec¬ 
tural trade magazines have 
carried pictures of Sierra Mesa. 

The school, with the majestic 
mountains as a backdrop, is of 
wood frame and stucco con¬ 
struction, with a composition 
gravel roof. It features wide 
outdoor activity areas for each 
classroom. Work spaces are sep¬ 
arated by screens, painted in 
varying pastels, which also act 
as supports for the roof. 

Sierra Mesa, built in answer 
to the town’s need for more 
classrooms to house its growing 
school population, was dedi¬ 
cated in the spring of 1954. It 
embodies seven classrooms and 
an all-purpose lunch and audio 
visual room. 

When it opened in the fall 
of 1954 six of the seven class¬ 
rooms were utilized by 150 stu- 
dents in kindergarten, first, 
second and third grades who 
live east of Mountain Trail.

With the election on the school tax Increase less than three 
weeks away, a lot of questions are going to be asked by the voters. 
Some will be designed to becloud and confuse the issue. 


more a year to Sierra Madre schools. This figure was chosen as 
the minimum after serious study by the Board of Education and 
Superintendent of Schools Charles A. Skutt. 

Board members and Mr. Skutt all are men and women of 
integrity. Anybody who takes the time to sit in on a few School 
Board meetings snould be convinced of this. 

The extra money is needed, and needed badly, to hire addi¬ 
tional teachers simply to meet the problem of ever-increasing 
classroom loads. 

The music teacher, laid off because the voters rejected the 
tax proposal last year, must certainly be rehired. 

Another teacher is needed in one of the following fields: art, 
guidance, special education, reading and library. 

Teachers also are human, just like bricklayers, plumbers and 
truck drivers. They need salary increases. In fact, if they don't get 
them they will get jobs in anothe^r school system that realizes the 
value of good instructors. 

The estimated total annual expense (estimated by Mr. Skutt 
and the School Board) to give your children these services is 

$19,500. 

This is only one of the many ways your School Board will use 
your money for the benefit of your children. 

It will cost about $8,000 annually to repair the Sierra Madre 
and Sierra Mesa Schools. It will cost more than $15,000, for exam¬ 
ple, simply to repair the Sierra Madre School's leaky roof.

Mrs. Hoffine, in announcing 
first plans for the drive, point¬

Mr. Lindsay declared. 

He said some men fail to 
realize this ideal is no indict¬ 
ment—some men refuse to use 
their eyes to see, or their brains 
to think, but that this does not 
invalidate their possession of 
eyes and brains. But with this 
definition in mind, he stressed, 
we can no longer excuse men's 
selfishness, or licentiousness, 
prejudice or fear, as “human 
nature.”

Federal Civil Defense Admin¬ 
istrator 

(Guest Columnist for Represen¬

The question, "Who is Civil 
Defense?” has been asked 
many, many times. The answer 
is you and me and all of our 
neighbors. What are the func¬ 
tions of Civil Defense? That I 
will try to answer. 

Civil Defense has been lead¬ 
ing a double life for a long 
time, and both sides of its ex¬ 
istence are of great importance 
to everyone in the Nation. Few 
citizens seemed aware of this, 
however, until two significant 
events occurred this summer. 

The first was a decision by 
the Congress to make $10,000,- 
000 available to the Federal 
Civil Defense Administration 
for a series of special studies. 

The second, occurring almost 
immediately afterward, was a 
shocking flood in six North¬ 
eastern States. The appropria¬ 
tion underscored FCDA’s duty 
to devise a proper protection 
for our citizens in the event 
of an attack on the United 
Slates. 

* * # 

THE FLOOD BROUGHT sharp¬ 
ly to the people’s attention 
the alternate role of FCDA in 
coordinating and directing all 
Federal assistance that can 
be brought to bear in a major 
disaster. 

The special fund was given 
to FDCA to begin learning all 
the things we need to know 
to achieve the best possible 
civil defense plans for our criti¬ 
cal target cities. 

The Congress thus accepted 
the FDCA concept that the best 
defense against the H-bomb’s 
terrible power is to get the 
greatest number of people out 
of its range. Nothing can save 
our greatset producing plants if 
the bomb is dropped, but we 
believe we can save the know¬ 
how to reproduce them and the 
people to man them. 

There is a great deal more 
to civil defense, of course, but 
all of it is related to saving 
people from the multiple 
threats of atomic attack—the 
blast, the fire, and the fallout 
of radioactive matter that oc¬ 
curs after the surface burst of 
an H-bomb. 

* * * 

WHAT THIS SUMMER'S 

floods most clearly showed was 
that our efforts to build effec¬ 
tive civil defense will never be 
wasted even if we are never 
attacked with bombs. 

Nature frequently attacks, 
and causes enormous material 
damage and too many deaths. 
During the disasters in the 
Northeastern States, there 
would have been many more 
deaths except for civil defense 
volunteers. 

Civil defense stockpiles, and 
FCDA’s ability to carry on many 
other Government agencies 
helped hold down the economic 
loss and the suffering of flood- 
harassed families, as well as 
speeding recovery. 

The flood dramatized what 
FCDA has been doing for 2V» 
years, but perhaps doing too 
quietly. We have handled less¬ 
er disasters in many other 
States, but now this work is 
known nation-wide. 

We believe the Survival Plan 
studies now getting under way 
will have implications that 
could be of far greater im¬ 
portance to the whole country.
